FORCIBLE PROTESTS MADE AGAINST THE 


j ERES CENT RATE. 


The Whole Question as to Fares Lucidly 
and Convincingly Set Forth—THe 
Letteis of Mr. Towne 


The following letters were read before the new 
Railro cl Commission on Monday at San Francisco, 
and are in the nature of protests against the pro­ 
posal to establish an arbitrary and inflexible rate 
over the Central Pacific Railroad anil Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad Companies’ lines of three cents per 
mile for passage, and providing that where the rate 
Í3 low less it shall ro t be increased : 


The First Letter. 
* 


S a n F r a n c is c o , February 1,1883. 
The Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners— 
Gentlemen: Having recently returned from the 
East, and having no previous opportunity of laying 
before your honorable body the objections which, to 
my mind, are sufficient to influence the rejection of 
the proposition now before jo u r Board Co reduce 
the maximum passenger rates of transportation on 
the lines owned by the Central Pacific and Southern 
Pacific Railroad Companies, I big to submit the 
following for general consideration : 
This resolution proposes to reduce the maximum 
passenger lates only on the lines of road owned 
by the Central and Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
panies This proposition ignores entirely the con­ 
sideration of all just principles of scientific regula­ 
tion of transportation. It boldly sets them all aside. 
It is not a proposition based upon the at ten dan t con­ 
ditions which should control this Board in deter­ 
mining a just and reasonable rate. The fact of 
ownership is external to all these conditions and has 
no beariog upon them. 


WRONG AND ARBITRARY. 
The rrgulating measure you are considering is 
juslPand equitable, or it is wrong, arbitrary and op­ 
pressive. That it is demai.ded by considerations of 
the public good must be determined by a careful 
inquiry into all the conditions influencing the es­ 
tablishment of a just and reasonable rate upon the 
lines to which it is intended to apply. 
The companies named own lines of road present 
ing greatly varying conditions. The establishment of 
thi3 maximum upon all the lines equally is to ignore 
these controlling differences, and will proceed upon 
the false assumption that all the lines of road oper­ 
ated by the companies named exist under precisely 
the same conditions, and that the rates obtaining 
upon them are produced by exactly equivalent 
factors. 
UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 
The adoption of this regulation will exclude frcm 
its operation the lines of road operated by oth r 
owners under precisely the same c editions attend­ 
ing the lines of the Central Pacific and Southern 
Pacific Railroad Companies. 
You are, therefore, 
proposing to regulate rates of transportation by no 
just standard, which should determine the proper 
adjustment of rates to the conditions, fac's and cir­ 
cumstances which produce them ; and you are pro­ 
posing to be governed by the arbitrary end irrele­ 
vant standard of individual ownership of lines to be 
subjected to such regulation. 
The glaring inconsistency of this arbilrary meas­ 
ure is fully exposed by the obvious consideration 
that should one of the roads operated by the com­ 
panies named pass into other hands, such portion of 
the lines would at once be relieved from the opera­ 
tion of this regulation. The regulation would fall 
to the ground, because its basis would have been 
taken away, and yet ail the factors which should 
have controlled the establishment of a rate of trans­ 
portation upon these lines would remain. 


A COMPLEX QUESTION. 
Founded upon the observation and experience of 
the best trained minds, who have made this com­ 
plex question a life study, the immediate predeces­ 
sors of this Board, by a unanimous vote (which of 
course includes the affirmative vote of the present 
Governor of our State), resolved '* that in determin­ 
ing the rates of charges for transportation of freights 
and fares on the various lines, or portions of lines, 
of transportation within this State, the Board will 
have regard to the equities between shippers and 
carriers, and the protection of private property in­ 
vested in transportation enterprises, and determin­ 
ing what is a just and reasonable rate ; will consider 
the value of tne service* performed, distance of car­ 
riage, volume and direction of traffic, tbe general 
character thereof to be fixed by classification as to 
volume, weight, value, the liability to accident, 
climatic inüuences, competition, grades, curvatures 
aud cost of maintenance.” 
This w'a6 adopted as a rule of action governing 
this Board, and its justice will commend itself to the 
judgment of men. The equities between shipper 
and carrier are the paramount consideration under­ 
lying all exercise of power vested in this Board ; nor 
is the protection of the private property invested 
on the lines of transportation a eeconcary considera­ 
tion, for aside from tbe duty incumbent upon all 
blanches <4 Government to protect the rights 
equally of all citizens, the public has a special and 
peculiar interest in treating the private property in­ 
vested in the great enterpiisc of transportation with 
justness and fairness. 


THE IQUITIES BETWEEN SHIPPER AND CARRIER. 
In the pursuance of these objects the ru’e de­ 
clared the several standarJs by which they could be 
best determined. The equities between the shipper 
and consumer must bn «Ir*t#»rniiníd by lrq«innir 
into the conditions governing the relations between 
specific classes of shippers and specific carrying 
agencies. 
Remedies need not be Droader than the 
evils they are established to cure; and the equities 
between shipper and carrier cannot be properly ad­ 
justed and maintained by proceeding upon the 
false assumption that precisely aualagous relations 
exist between these interests in all portions of the 
broad commonwealth. 
Recognizing the self-evident proposition * that 
these equities constantly change with the varying 
circumstances and conditions which control them, 
the Board declared the staudard of determination 
according to the well-established elementary princi­ 
ples controlling them. These were: 
First—The value of the service performed, which 
is the cost of reproduction. 
Hecond—Distances of carriage. 
Third- Volume and direction of traffic. 
Fourth-General character of traffic to be dc- 
tcrmi'.ed by a classification, as volume, grades, 
curvatures, cost of maintenance, etc. 


IGNORING ELEMENTARY PRINCIPLES. 
Ignoring these elementary principles and the in­ 
fluence they exert upon the proper adjustment of 
the relations between the shipper and the earner, 
the resolution before you establishes a new standard. 
It, in effect, declares that these equities are depend­ 
ent upon the personnel of the ownetshipof the 
t ansportation agency ; that the rights arul equities 
of both the carrier a d shipper vary with the change 
of ownership of the line of roads. 
In the contemplation of this resolution the sh‘p- 
pers’ rights have no more substantial basis than the 
ephemeral ownership of the capital stock of the 
road, vrh ch in the mutations of finance n ay change 
hands daily. The same absurd standard « ffers no 
greater security or protection to the private capital 
invested in this important interest of transi»orta- 
tion than this fanciful and capricious private owner­ 
ship. 
A PUBLIC WRONG. 
That the adoption of this erroneous standard 
would be a grievous public wrong will no: be de­ 
nied by any just tribunal, and that the private prt p- 
erty invested in the railroads of this State cannot 
receive at your hands that protection which all c vi- 
lized Governments are bound by an enlightened 
genre of justice to accord, is self evident, 
in con­ 
sidering the relation of pubi c control to the. private 
right of capital invested in railroads. Commissioner* 
Stoueman, D »yle and Smith declared in their able 
and exhaustive report that the stockholders of a 
road cou.d not be divested by public regulation of 
their stock or the value of such stock, without just 
compensation. 
’ 
Thcv further declared that while the State “ has 
indeed the power Indirectly to render the roads val­ 
ueless to toe ir owners by hostile legislation, the ex­ 
ercise of such power would be atrocious tyranny.” 
This must be accepted as a just characterization of 
all regulative measures cone jived from the stand­ 
point of hostility to any single corporation of stock­ 
holders. 
DISREGRA|)ING JU 8T PRINCIPLES. 
Its sweeping strictures are equally applicable to 
any proposition of regulation which, ignoring the 
inherent principles upon which a just rate of trans­ 
portation is depen ent, substitutes the invidious, 
oppressive and irrelevant ttandard of the private 
ownership of the Hues subjected to the regulation, 
thus conferring upon other 
lines exemptions, 
special privileges and immunities inconsistent w.th 
tne Const»tution of the State, and subversive of 
the pri 'Ciplei of free government. 
It is next, iu order to inquire whether the regu 
lation proposed is in anv reaped in a^.ord with 
correct elsmontary principles of transportation. 
The measure prwposeii begins by declaring that 
no exis ing rate o i any part of the rai road sys­ 
tem'» owned by the Central Pacific and 8 mthern 
Pacific Compauies shall be increased. 
Following 
the inherent controlling factors, the s.hedule of 
rates on these sy3t-ms are established with due 
reference to the value of the service performed, 
the distance of carriage, the volume of business, 
cost of maintenance, and other standards which 
have beeu developed by experience and declared 
be just by the Board of R&druad Commissioners of 
this State. 
ILLUSTRATIONS. 
These rates vary from one-half cent per mile to 
the maximum ailow.ed by law. They are inter­ 
dependent ; they were produced by the relation c f 
one part of the system with another ; they are 
founded primarily upon the attendant conditions 
of each peculiar division of the eyrem. The two 
leading considerations producing them were tne 
volume of traffic and cost of maintenance; but 
these rates were modified by their relations with 
each other. 
In other words tne minimum rates 
existed because the máximums were possible, 
and the máximums were not higher becu.ro of tbe 
volume of traffic and cheaper cost of maintenance 
on those divisions of the syBtems where minimum 
rates obtained. 


THE INJUSTICE OF THE RESOLUTION. 
The resolution before you ignores these import­ 
ant and qualifying facts. 
It solidifies ’he minimum 
rakes and reduces the máximums. It is put forth as 
a readjustment of fares, but it. makes the adjust­ 
ment of the various parts of the system to each 
other impossible. It assumes that a maximum of 
three cents per mile upen the mountain division 
of the Central Pac fie Railroad is adequate where 
the cost of carriage and maintenance is large and 
the volume of traffic is small, and yet it allows a 
maximum of three cents per mile upon lints in 
the level valleys of the Sacramento and San Joa­ 
quin, where the coat of maintenance is compara­ 
tively small and the volume cf pa ranage compara­ 
tively large. Tried by any ju*it standard ot esti­ 
mating the c-quiths betwe.n the shipper and 
carrier on the mountain division, the same rate 
allowed on the valley lines is too great, and by a 
reversal of the conipuison, if the rate is adequate 
ou the valley liues it is g r ^ ly inadequate when 
applied to the mountain division of the system. 


THE FALSE STANDARD. 
These general illustrations are not presented as 


conveying to yonr minds all the varying condition» 
which should influence your conceptions of regula­ 
tive measures. They are introduced to bring into 
view^ the unscientific and false standard you are 
seeking tp establish and the inapplicable principle 
the adoption of this measure will inaugúrate. The 
schedules you would supplant by the adoption of 
this erroneous principie arc the result of natural 
development from surrounding circumstances. 


INEQUITABLE REDUCTIONS. 
The adoption of the resolution can have no other 
effect than to produce arbitrary, uncalled for and io- 
equitab'e reductions in a few D colines. 
It is in no 
sense a proposition to repúlate the rates of fares by 
any recognized standard of j fetice to either the 
railroads or the public. 
It» adoption will ignore all 
the experience and testimony of those who have 
given careful study and attention to the subject of 
S ate control of transportation. 
It will simply be an arbitrary and ir flexible reduc­ 
tion of rates on detached parts of the railroad sys­ 
tem of this State, and will be an act of tyranny and 
oppression toward tbe companies subjected to its 
operation, or to use the apt language of Mt ssra. 
Sioueman, Doyle and emith when considering sim­ 
ilar acts, it “ will be to retr< grade by many centu­ 
ries.” 
OF SERIOUS IMPORTANCE. 
Iq conclusion, gentlemen, I am sure you will in­ 
dulge me in the remark U|>oti a subject of the most 
serious importance to the transportation interest of 
the State 
If this great commonwealth c*n confer 
upon you the power of confiscation— if we admit that 
such a power has been conferred upon you. then this 
great power to destroy or injure, or even fix the re­ 
turns upon the private capital of any citizen, or 
limit and restrict the rtward he shall receive for his 
toil, or the proceeds of his effort» and his capital, 
then this power should be exercised with caution, 
moderation and justice. 
You should comprehend 
the effect of the measures proposed by you in all 
their breadth and far reacbirg significance. 
You should exercise these powers without prej­ 
udice, because you aro the representatives of a 
civilized people, and this exercise of justice will be 
confidently expected at your hands 
But, admitting the high sense of justice which 
will con1 rol you, there still remains to us the danger 
of injury from hásty ar.d improperly considered 
actiou. 
The effect of the measure before you for 
consideration cannot be undeistood by a few days’, a 
few weeks’, or even a ftw months’study anti in­ 
quiry. If the powers wi-i to bave been conferred 
upon you by the org nic law < f this Mate are indeed 
valid powers, you can dispose of vast interests and 
inflict irreparable injury with a dash of the pen. 
IN CONCLUSION. 
* 
The science of railroad transportation is compar­ 
atively of modern development; its relat'on to and 
bearing .upon every other interest is far-reach ing 
and important. A distinguished citizen of America, 
alter many years of experience, has declared that 
“ ourlaws and the political catch words which out­ 
weigh all argument w tb uninformed public opinion, 
do net allow the railroad system to follow r ut 
quietly its natural course of development, subject 
to an intelligent restraint where the development 
runs into essential abuses.” What is needed, he 
declares, “is the continuous pressure and the steady 
building up of legislation, which can only come 
through the employment of trained specialists.” 
Thesa sentimoit* show how a prolonged study 
of the question has convi' ced a particularly lucid 
and powerful intelligence the necessity of caution, 
hesitation and moderate action. 
I may be pardoned for commending these wise and 
ju :t cc unsels to y ur cacdid and just consideration.

The Second Letter 


S an F ranciboo, F eb ru ary 2, 18S3. 
The Honorable B :ardcf Railroad Commissi’mere 
—Gentlemen : Following my communication of yes­ 
terday, I desire to ad 1 a few comments on the ques­ 
tions submitted to your honorable Board in the ex­ 
amination of January 23d. Jt is hardly necessary, 
perhaps, that 1 should say that rates of fare vary 
very materially upon different roads, and are gov­ 
erned largely by business offtred and the nature 
of the country through which the roads run, some, 
especially those in the Eastern States, being located 
in large manufacturing centers, are enjoying the 
patronage of frequent and larjre-eized towns and 
cities, with tbe adjacent country thickly settled, 
givingan amount of traffic per m ih far in excess of 
that which could be expected to be derived by roads 
on this coast for many years to come. 
COST OF OPERATING. 
Rates of fares are not only governed by the vol­ 
ume of business, but by the cost of operating. 
For 
the former, take as an example the case of Massa­ 
chusetts compared with California. For the latter, 
the greatly increased cost of fuel, and many other 
incidental operating expenses, must be taken into 
consideration. The organic law under which you 
are operating, in its application, exceeds the objects 
intended to be attained if these matters are not 
fully weighed and considered. It does not provide 
ways and means for furnishing us with rails, fuel 
and other supplies at as reasonable prices as are ob­ 
tained by rosada of the East. Take as an example 
the cost of the fuel used by our roads in California 
alone. 
A careful calculation of the business of 1581, 
as compared with the Petnsylvania Railroad be 
tween Pittsburg and Philadelphia, shows that could 
we be favored witli fuel at prices obtained by that 
company, w’e would have been ab e to reduce the 
aggregate charges for passengers within the State 
over $659,000, or to an average of 2.07 cents per 
mile, as against 2.68 cents, the actual average rate 
per passenger per mile writ hi a the State. 
COMPARISONS—DISSEMINATION OF ERROR. 
You will bear in mind that we are a long distance 
from the manufacturing centers as compared with 
the Pennsylvania road, and the same thing is ap­ 
to 
q!1 article* *»v 
including labor. 
Certain few of the community setm incessantly 
agitated by doubts of the present and fears fir the 
future, ever reflecting and commenting on the im­ 
probable, much to the neglect of useful industry. 
There are no truths pr.>elairaed in the ideas ad­ 
vanced. They diffuse all abeut them error and 
falsehood, and it is not to be wondered that you 
gentlemen, just from the people, ft cl it incumbent, n 
you to make diligent search and inquiry into this 
much-vexed question, born of anti-railroad halluci­ 
nation. 
THE MERCED AND LATHROP CASE 
Take as a single illustration the point raised by 
one of the Commissioners, as 1 observe in the course 
of testimony taken during my absence, relative to 
the rate between Lathrop and Merced, which is re­ 
ferred to as tbe greatest cause of complaint, and 
which is understood by you gentlemen to be exceed­ 
ingly high. I venture the assertion that not o.ie of 
your Honorable Board of Commission* rs, or even 
our patrons, will regard the rate excessive when 
assured that for the ca'endar year 1882 there was an 
average of less than two passengers per day, each 
way, between the *two stations named, upon which 
tbe company earned daily ffl 09 each. 
Yet this »s 
ov«.r that portion of the road where our patrons aro 
furnished with two daily passenger trains equipped 
with engines and cars, in all their appoints second 
to none ou this continent, and the writer speaks 
from observation and knowledge, having recently 
rassed through twenty-six Stales and Territories.

This statem ent has a rivulet 
of truth in its ocean of falsehood. 
It 
needs no superior intelligence to compre­ 
hend the fact that if long routes of car­ 
riage around the Horn have been super­ 
seded by shorter routes across the conti­ 
nent, it is because commerce has found the 
latter the better, safer and moré profitable. 
This is a fact in economic science of uni­ 
versal range. 
But the climax of the stu­ 
pendous stupidity of the journal is found 
in its declaration that American capital is 
seeking to build up the railway system s of 
Mexico with the prospective danger to that 
country that they may “ pay.” 
But the 
direct threat of all the ill portending, it is 
gravely pointed out, is the proposed M exi­ 
can reciprocity treaty, which w ill contrib­ 
ute, it is alleged, to that profitable bnt un­ 
desirable end ; worse yet, that the profits 
American capital may reap by such invest­ 
ments, together with the consequent stim u­ 
lation of M exican industries, must be re­ 
alized at the cost of the American people, 
their labor and industries being taxed to 
promote the railway traffic into and out of 
Mexico. 
H ow 
this,

by Mexi­ 
cans 
as 
calamitous 
to 
them, 
passes 
comprehension ; or how the investment of 
American capital in Mexican enterprises ia 
to tax American industries we leave our 
readers to work out, in the face of the fact 
that we import from 
Mexico, free of 
duty, bnt §5,000,000 values, while we pay 
duty on more than §15,000,000 of imports, 
and over §13,000,000 of exports. W e leave 
them to digest the logic of the situation in 
the face of the fact that the reciprocity 
treaty is a step forward to open, somewhat, 
a wider doorway to onr industries for a 
larger market. 
The truth is, there should 
be no barrier between the tw o countries. 
M alignity and hatred of railways, bred in 
the bone, inspires such stupid emanations 
as we have referred to, and lead their vic­ 
tims to declare, in effect, that tho free list 
should not be enlarged for fear the goods 
carriers may profit by the increased traffic 
to result from opening, even in a small de­ 
gree, to our products and manufactures 
new markets easy of access, and to the 
manufactures and products 
of 
M exico 
easier outlets in the direction of our marts. 
The same logic, carried to its full possibil­ 
ity, w ill establish the necessity of a Chi­ 
nese wall of protection and exclusión be­ 
tween the two Republics. 


THE PROTESTS BEFORE THE NEW RAIL­ 
ROAD 
COMMISSIONERS. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


It must be very firmly impressed by this 
time npon the owners of railroad lines in 
California, that the late John B. Felton 
spoke with marvelous prescient wisdom 
when, years ago, he warned them that if 
it was once yielded that others than the 
owners of a franchise might decrease the 
earning capacity of roads based thereon, 
there wonld be no legal lim it to the exercise 
of the power, and what ccst millions to erect 
might be destroyed by the mere whim of ca­ 
price, or the passion of revenge. W hat that 
eminent lawyer foresaw has come to pass, 
and transportation companies are to-day 
forced to defend, as best they may, the 
right to the only element of ownership 
worth the mention, for ownership without 
the eDjoyment of its benefits is a hollow 
sham. 
Protesting against the nnjust and 
unreasonable exercise of arbitrary powers 
on the part of the new Railroad Commis­ 
sion, as proposed by one of the Board, in a 
resolution fixing the uniform rate of fare on 
the Central Pacific and Southern Pacific 
Railroads at three cents per mile, A. N . 
Towne, General Manager of the roads, has 
addressed tbe 
Commission tw o letters, 
which appear in this iesue, and to the 
careful consideration 
of 
which 
candid 
minds 
should 
address 
* themselves. 
In simple and perfectly ■clear exposition of 
the elementary principles underlying the 
whole subject, Mr. Towne has been entire­ 
ly successful, and no reader can mistake 
an expression ma^e. 
H e points out the 
soundness of the doctrine, denied only by 
vicions 
selfishness, 
rancorous 
hostility 
and an animus to accomplish injury, that 
the adjustment of rates m ast be governed 
by the special and distinctive conditions 
surrounding each line of transportation ; 
that the determination of charges on vari­ 
ous lines, or parts of lines, must be based 
on the 
equities 
between shipper 
and 
carrier, 
which 
are of paramount con­ 
sideration, and underlie tbe exercise of all 
the power vested in 
the Commission, 
and on which rest the rights in property in­ 
volved in transportation enterprises. 
He 
points out that the proposed new rule, 
which ignores differing conditions, and ia 
to apply to but two of the many roads in 
the State, is in rude violation of all the 
settled principles governing transportation. 
It wonld Beem to be patent evidence of 
either inability, or willful unwillingness to 
do justice, when it is sought to make own­ 
ership the penalty and a basis for adjusting 
the rights of shippers and carriers. 
Such 
a course can have but one result, to give 
permanency to the feeling of insecurity on 
the part cf capital, and to make its in ­ 
vestm ent in transportation lines still more 


hazardous. N o adequate condensation of the 
letters of protest, and no generalization of 
their logical statem ents and undeniable 
citation; of fact, can be made. They should 
be read in fail and considered w*th thought­ 
ful deliberation.

One good Democrat did not think that the Repub­ 
licans, al hough they were advocates of the Sunday 
law, would be tha only ones found in heaven, but 
that there would be a goodly number of old shell­ 
back Democrat* there. Also, that the other place, 
which was noted for its uncomfortable atmosphere, 
would be found to have a fa r sprinkling of Repub­ 
licans. 
MurdtXik, of San Francisco, regretted that the 
action the other day to war.’S striking out Section 
299 was onl? a spasm, and offered an amendment 
that Sections 300 and 301 be repealed, and that the 
work “ saloon” be stricken out of Section 299. The 
amendment was decl red out of order. 
Subse­ 
quently ho moved to r< fer the bill to the Committee 
on Public Mdfa’s, with instructions to amend by 
substituting a bill in which the word “ saloon ” was 
left out. 
Cutter offered an amendment to tho amend­ 
ment, that the word “ theater” be algo omitted. 
This was accepted by Murdock; but the amend­ 
ments were lost by a vote of 22 ayes to 47 noes. 
The hill was then read a third lime and passed by 
the following vote:

The Central Pacific 
Railroad never saw a Federal bond ; it never owned 
a bond of that kind ; but they put every quarter of 
a dollar they had in, and when they could not bor­ 
row money in San Frar.cieco upon the credit of this 
Government, they went to the banks there, and 
upon their reputation and standing as men they 
borrowed it and put It in. 
Ex-Governor Irwin— When diJ they receive the 
bonds ? 
Colonel Raymond—1They never received them. 
Ex-Governor Irwin— They were given to the com­ 
pany, were they net? 
Colonel Ilaymond—They were sold long before 
they were issued—to buy iron and pay insurance 
upon it in transit. If you will join me and ask this 
committee to send for the testimony. I am ready to 
meet the evidence. I dislike these personal contro­ 
versies as much as anybody else, bur 1 am ready to 
meet assertions with tbe facts. 1 think I am speak­ 
ing in accordance with the w ishes of the best and 
most respectable element of the State, who want to 
have these cinch hills stopped. 
The argument was here closed and the committee 
adjourned.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 
The Board of Supervisors met yesterday 
pursuant to adjournment, all the members 
present. Supervisor Smith in the chair. 
William Walter was allowed $13 CO rebate 
on taxes. 
Bids to furnieh fuel for the county jail were 
received from John Skelton and the Clipper 
Coal Company, and referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Contracts and Printing. 
Mr. Blair introduced the following resolu­ 
tion. which was passed unanimously : 
Resolved. That the District Attorney be requested 
to furnish to this Board a written opinion on the 
following questions : 
First—Is the Superintendent of Sshools entitled 
to pay a s ex officio Secretary of the County Board 
of Education? (See Section 1769, Political Code, 
amendments 1S30.) 
Second- Has the County Board of Education the 
authority, under Section 1770, same Act as above 
mentioned, to hold sessions more than twice in any 
one yoir, a d draw pay from the county for more 
than two sessions ? 
Third—Has the County Superintendent of Schools 
the authority to allow the members of the County 
Board of Education more than $5 per day, the 
amouut fixed by this Board under Section 1770, 
Political Code, amendments 18S3? 
A resolution instructing the Committee on 
Hospital to prepare a new set of rules to gov­ 
ern the County Hospital was introduced by 
Steina.au and adopted — McLaughlin and 
Bailey voting no. 
On motion, the Board proceeded to an elec­ 
tion of Chairman. Christy w s b called to the 
chair, Steinmsn placed Blair in nomina­ 
tion, and McLsughiin nominated Smith. 
The roll was then called and resulted as fol­ 
lows : Stiinmen voted for Blair, McLaughlin 
for Smith, Blair for Steinman, Gottlieb for 
Blair, Bailey for Smith. Christy for Smith, 
Smith fcr Smith. Smiih was declared elected.

Monday the cases of Daniel Meyer and F. 
Reeding vs. The Board of Trustees, Treas­ 
urer and Auditor of the City of Sacramento, 
upon petition for writ of mandate to compel 
the payment of 55 per cent, of gross water 
rents into the einkicg and interest fund, 
and also to ccmpsl the City Treasurer to pay 
832,000 coupons for the years 1879-80-31-82, 
came up for argument upon the demarren of 
the defendants. The defendants wcro rrp-e- 
sented by City Attorney Anderson and J. H. 
McKune. The plaintiffs appeared by their 
attorneys, Rosenblatt & Sheeline and S. C. 
Derson. 
The pan's made by defendants’ counsel 
npon demurrer are as follows : That there is 
a uri-j .inder of parties—an action for man­ 
date againBt the Treasurer to par coupons 
cannot be joined with proceedings against the 
Board of Trustees to apportion fu da, nor 
again t the Auditor for sam3 purpose; that 
there is alao a misjoinder of causes of action, 
it appearing that if any action exists, it 
must be against the parries separately ; that 
the Treasurer can only do what is en­ 
joined upon him by law and the order of 
the Beard of Trustees ; that he has done thi«, 
therefore mandate will not lie; that the 
fund known as the sinking and interest fund 
is a trust fund, and that mandate cannot be 
invoked against a trustee; that_ the Treas­ 
urer is the trustee for all the bondholders and 
coupon-holders, and that a Ceurt of_ law w ill 
not interfere ; that this is the province of a 
Court of equity only ; that Court* of equity 
will not permit one cestuy que trust to gain 
an advantage over another; that it does 
not appear that either the Treasurer, A uditor 
or Board of Trustees have failed to comply 
with all and every provision of the law ; that 
plaintiffs have mistaken their remedy, if any 
remedy exists ; that no demand has ever been 
made upon the Board of Trustees as required 
by the organic law, without which no cause of 
action can he maintained; that the Board of 
Trustees have complied with the Act of 1863 
(Caarter) in apprcpriating 55 per cent, of the 
net water rants to ths sinkiug and interest 
fund, ani that this Act repeals the Act of 
1858, which provided fcr 55 per cant, of 
tl.e gross water rents for that fund; 
that if the strict letter of the law 
cf 1858 should he insisted upon, it will 
appear, under the Water Works Act cf 1872, 
that the present Water Works ate entirely 
different from those mentioned in the Act cf 
1858 ; that the present municipal corporation 
never assumed the obligations of the “ city 
and c pnty of Sacramento ;” that the only as­ 
sumption is a conditional one prescribed un­ 
der Sections 41 to 48 of the charter, of which 
the bondholders never availed themselves; 
that the charter cf 1S63 by express terms ex­ 
empts it from any liability npon any "bonds, 
contracts, obligation», etc,” created prior to 
April 25, 1863, and all these obligations were 
created prior to that date ; that the proceed­ 
ings in these cases at bar involve the levying 
of process, origina1, mesne and final, against 
and upon the revenue, income, taxes, etc., of 
the city, and which is expressly prohibited by 
Section 1 of thp city organic law; that the 
Aet of 1858, under which the alleged bonds 
were issued, contained the same restriction, 
and that all the creditors accepted the bonds 
under the express contract that under no cir­ 
cumstance should a suit ever be maintained 
againBt the city or its revenue, taxes, inome, 
etc., for the collection thereof, and these con­ 
ditions were reiterated in the Act of 1863 ; 
that the State can avail itee'f of ite sovereign 
power and exempt itself from suit; therefore, 
the municipality being a part of the State 
and one of its agents of Government, it is 
competent for the Legislature to exempt it 
in the same manner; that it appears from 
the petitioners' own Bhowing that there is an 
outstanding liability of over $1,000,000, and 
that the $100,000 non» in the B an k in g and in­ 
terest fund must necessarily be held by the 
Treasurer in trust for all the coupon holders, 
and that to compel him to pay it out to any 
one or two would be unjust to others of prior 
or equal right; that there are no bonds 
against “ the city of Sacramento ” authorized 
by the Act of 1858, and all the bonds or cou­ 
pons purporting to be the bonds or coupons 
of “ the city of Sacramento” are illegal and 
void, because Section 39 of tli9 Act ot 1858 
provides only for the issuance of bonds of 
“ the city and county of Sacramento.” None 
of the bonds or coupons set out in the peti­ 
tions in these proceedings are iu accordance 
with this provision. 
At 5 o’clock the Court took a'recess until 9 
o’clock yesterday, at which time the counsel 
for petitioners present their side of the care. 
Counsel for petitioners contended that tho 
demurrer is a general one, and should be 
overruled ; that the law of 1863 never in­ 
tended that the city of Sacramento should be 
exempt from meBae or final process ; that if 
that were the case the taxes could be paid in 
the treasury, and there would be no means to 
get it out; that petitioner is not obliged to 
apply for writ of. mandate to collect taxes 
and apportion 55 per cent, for sinking and 
interest fund, there being 5100.000 in the 
fund; that the Legislature has no right to 
sav that creditors shall not sue, the intention 
beiog the common law rule, and nothing 
more ; that there is no misjoinder of parties, 
and if there wa», the demurrers do not prop­ 
erly show it; that the petition shows that 
each party to these suits has some duty to 
perform. C unsel discussed the Act of 1858, 
end claimed a vested right under it to tbe 
claims, giving a history of the bonded in­ 
debtedness. They further claim that the 
citv of Sacramento at present succ?eded to 
all the rights and obligations of the city and 
county of Sacramento ; that the Legislature 
has cot changed ’.hi law. It was never in­ 
tended that the suits could not he maintained, 
as it would violate vested rights; that if that 
rule should ob ain, ccunsrl w. uld rather he 
Treasurer cf Sacramento than owner of the 
Bank of England. 
S. C. DenBon, for petitioners, presented a 
few suggestions, and asked the privilege of 
filing a brief. He directed his argument 
pgain-t the proposition of the sinking and 
interest fund being a tru3t fund, as clsimed 
by counsel for defendant, and contended that 
this is not such a fund, as Is contemplated 
by the laws of trust. 
City Attorney Anderson then concluded 
the argument for the defendants, an-1 re­ 
viewed the points made by the petitioners. 
He read numerous authorities to sustain the 
propositions made in the opening of the 
case. 
. The argument lasted during the entire 
forenoon eessiou of the Court. At i's close 
the Court gave the parties twenty days to 
prepare and file briefs, the case to be sub­ 
mitted thereupon. 
Sci’ebior Judge A pfointed.—Yesterday 
J. W. Armstrong received a commüaioD a3 
Superior Judge cf Sacramento county, vice 
Robert C. Clsrk, deceased. He qualified 
for the position, and will assnme the duties 
of the office this mornirg. Judge Armstrong 
received the indorsement by petition and by 
letter of a majority of the members of the 
Sacramento bar, and a committee of leading 
> usiness men voluutsrily presetted to the 
Governor a petition largely signed by prom­ 
inent business men, requesting his appoint­ 
ment. He wan the choice of the delegates 
from this and many delepatee from other 
counties ia the San Jess Convention for a 
nomination to the Supreme bench. Judge 
Armstrong was chosen by the Governor from 
among five legal gentlemen of unquestioned 
ability, whose names were presented for tbe 
appointment. 
C harges to be Investigated.—Written 
charges were presented yesterday before the 
Polico Commissioners against police officer J. 
-T. Carrol', of oppression and official miscon­ 
duct. The charges were made hy R, E. Mar­ 
tin of Calaveras county and J. Harkins of 
S-n Frsi.ciico. The men are the two arrested 
for the burglary of Eberhardt’a gun store, as 
detailed in the Record-Union. There ap­ 
pears to havo been no grounds for holding the 
men. and they were released by order of the 
Chief of Police, no cher ie having been pre­ 
ferred acainst them. A copy of tbe charges 
has been served upon the officer, and the 
matter will be heard to-dsy at 1 o’clock by 
the Board of Police Commissioners.

The Effects.—The cold weather still con­ 
tinues, although the temperature moderated 
somewhat yesterday uftcracon. Snow began 
falling yesterday morning, shcrily after 8 
o’clock, and continued at intervals until 
nearly 1 o’clock. It melted as Eoon as reach­ 
ing the ground. Sergeant Berwick reports 
the amount of water from the meltiog of the 
snow at .01 of an inch, while S. H. 
Gerrish, who keeps a private record, re­ 
ports the amount as but ,003 of an inch. 
The snowfall extended “ from the Sierras to 
the ses.” The passenger train which arrived 
at noon yesterday from San Francisco was 
partially covered wi h snow, showing that 
the fail was much greater farther to the west­ 
ward than in this city. A bsoutiful sight 
wss visible Monday morning at the residence 
of W, F. Knox, G street, between Ninth and 
Tenth, beiug a fiozen Btream of water from 
a rustic fountain. It was a congealed minia­ 
ture cascade, at least five feet high. If Sac­ 
ramento is to experience such winters as the 
present it will be necessary to protect water 
pipes from ¡freezing in the future. Many 
pipes have been frozen and burst in every 
quarter. While it is very pleasant for the 
plumbers, it is di-couragicg to the owners of 
property. Monday was a field d:y for pino 
repairers.

G re a t B rita in ’s D rin k s.—The immen­ 
sity of the liquor traffic in Great Britain is 
illustrated by the fact that the total rev­ 
enue of the country from drink-taxes dur­ 
ing the last financial year amounted to no 
less than £31,03S,000, which was almost 
44 per cent, of the entire income from 
taxes of every sort. Temperance advo­ 
cates, however, are encouraged hy the an­ 
nouncement that this great source of in­ 
come appears now to be stationary, if not 
indeed actually diminishing, which, in face 
of the growth of population, must argue a 
decrease in the prevalence of drinking.

However, it needs no argu­ 
ment to prove that a sober nation will be 
better able to raise from other sources the 
revenue now derived from taxes on liquor 
than the England of to-day to pay its run­ 
ning expenses so largely by the contribu­ 
tions of drunkards.
